and Hayes, in public affairs, than in 
the names of any other two men men- 
tioned, as candidates for the two 
highest offices within the gift of the 
People. We do not disparage other 
men in giving expression to this 
opinion, for it is always repulsive to 
us to even think of a very common 
process of tearing the good names of 
other men to pieces in order to build 
the foundation for some favorite to 
stand on. 
We have no favorites 


that demand this making a fulcrum 
of other men's faults in order to pry 
their qualities up to an elevation 
sufficient, so that they cnu be seen 
above ground. 
If men, in them- 


selves, are not good enough timber 
to be made useful, even as Presidents 
and Vice Presidents, they ore good 
for nothing for the uses wanted. At 
any rate, their soundness is made no 
more sound by proving the existence 
of rottenness in others. We can not 
be mistaken in this opinion. With 
Mr. Bristow as the Republican can- 
didate for the Presidency, and Mr. 
Hayes as the candidate on the same 
ticket for the Vice Presidency, we 
•could sweep the country clean, mnohi 
as we did with General Harrison in 
1840. 
Indeed it will be found that 


the temper of the people bear a 
strong comparison now with that 
•which shook the country, "as the 
•wind shakes the forest leaves," thir- 
ty-six years ago. There may be Re- 
publicans that, would oppose Mr. 
Bristow's nomination. There were 
.prominent Whigs who opposed Gen. 
Harrison, Mr. Webster and Mr. Clay 
.among them. But when the day of 
•election came, even they fonnd,them- 
.selves standing almost alone. 


Some may say that both these men, 


if nominated by the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, would want the 
first place on the ticket, and that 
neither would consent to occupy the 
•second place. Then, we reply, neith- 
er of them is fit for either place. If 
M/. Hayes is not qualified to fill the 
Presidential chair, he must not be 
nominated for the Vice Presidential 
chair. 
So of Mr. Bristow. 
For 


three times have the Whig and Re; 
publican parties committed the grave 
mistake of fillling the Vice Presiden- 
tial chair with men who proved their 
inferiority for the occasions by their 
actions: John Tylev, Millard Fill- 
more aud Andrew Johnson. 
Mr. 


Webster, in refusing to bo nominated 
for the Vice Presidency in 1840, on 
the Harrison ticket, lost the only 
chance he ever had in tho world to 
be the President of the United States 
for three years and eleven months at 
least. He felt himself so far superior 
•to one of the purest and noblest pat- 
riots that ever lived, Gen. Win. H. 
Harrison, that he could not bring his 
loftiness down to the humiliation of 
being voted for by the most generous, 
sympathetic, 
kindly-disposed 
and 


patriotic spirit that ever flowed in a 
stream as broad and as wide »s the 
whole country—that of the Whig 
party in the Presidential campaign of 
1«40. Aait afterwards proved, this 
lilunf'er of Mr Wobster, if not a 
•crime, was a great misfortune to the 
country. Can the Republican party 
afford to dare Providence by nomi- 
nating nn inferior man for the Vice 
Presidency for the fourth time? A 
citizen should feel it to be his duty 
to occupy any place in tbe Govern- 
ment to which the People may call 
liim, as a general rule to govern his 
actions, though there may be excep- 
tions. 


We do not say that none other than 


these two men—Bristow and Hayes 
—can be elected to tbe above offices. 
There may he many others, but we 
express the belief, that they are the 
strongest. 


A New York dispatch of March. 26

and George William Curtis' demon- 
stration thereat constitute tbe sensa- 
tion of the week. Conkling's specific 
indorsement, under attendant cir- 
cumstances, clearly impairs rather 
than improves his chances, Outside 
of limited circles of personal and 
office-holding friends few judicious 
thinkers profess to believe his nom- 
ination possible.

vately confess this, but urge that 
concentration upon him is necessary

The Special Committee of Twelve 


to consider the subject of Chinese 
immigration was held on Saturday 
evening last at the rooms of the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Snb-eommit- 


tees were appointed, it was decided to 
hold a mass meeting next Saturday, 
and the following address to the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast was adopted: 


To the People of 
the Pacific Coast; 


The Committee appointed by the pub- 
lic authorities of the city of San Fran- 
cisco, to take into consideration the 
evil of Chinese immigration and mat- 
ters of relief pertinent thereto, believe 
,hat every substantial interest of the 
people of the Pacific Coast is jeop- 
irdized by that unrestricted immi- 
gration; that the time is approaching 
when, if the evil continues uncheck- 
ed, they will find themselves driven 
from their vocation's and thrust from 
their firesides by the increasing im- 
migration flowing from China; that 
the evil has already grown to such 
proportions i»s to endanger the pnb- 
lie peace and to imperil the security 
of life and property; and that, stead- 
ily growing to more nud more alarm- 
ing proportions, the evil even threat- 
ens not only the peace and prosperity 
of the Pacific Coast, but, ultimately, 
the best interests of the country. 
The .Committee also appreciate that 
the only adequate relief for this vast 
and overshadowing evil is to be had 
through the interposition of the Na- 
tional Government, brought about by 
such earnest expression of public 
opinion from all parts of the 'coast, 
as will carry to Washington a con- 
viction of the imperative necessity of 
the relief demanded. 
. 


The Committee, therefore, in dis- 


charge of the duties committed to 
them, urgently recommend that the 
people in every town, village and 
hamlet, throughout the coast, move 
in co-operation in their respective 
districts, to give early expression of 
their feelings on this subject, by the 
passage of suitable resolutions, to be 
forwarded without delay to this Com* 
mittee.
